SIAM’S FINANCES. 


Mr. W. J. & Willinmson’s report, as . Fin- 
aucial Adviser, on the Budget of Siam for 1905.0 
is on interesting documont. Tho estimated 
yavenua for 19 5-6 amounta to 45,100,000 ticals, 
Jenving a sal) surplus of 126,917 ticals over 
the estimated expenditure. 
revenue of the current. year exceeds that of tha 
pravious twelve months by no loss than 5,500,000 
ticals, being an ineresce of 11.5 per cont. on the 
amount budgetted for 1914.5. ‘This constitutes 
a fresh record in the finaucial progress of Siam 
It is principally dav to the expansion of the 
revenue derived from the Opium Farm, ‘which 
shows an advance of over 59 per cent. The 
yovenue from gambling will soon cease, An 
official notification to this offeect was iesnad on 
the 23rd Fobraary, 1905, setting forth that from 
the Ist April, 1905, 88 of tho emaller gambling 
houses in Siam wonld -bo cload, viz., thoso 
bringiog iu a revenne of less than Tes, 50,000 
exch por annum, and that from the com- 
mencement of 1906 the remaining gambling- 
houses in the provinces, 22 in'nambor, would 
be abolished—tiua leaving only the gambling- 
houses situated within the limits of the city of 
Bangkok to be dvalt with in 1807, 

Another important point alluded to by Mr. 
Williamson is o suggestion that, as 4 moans 
of dealing with the problem of abolishing 
gambling-houses within the limits of Bangkok 
--an increase of revenue might be obtained by 
raising the rate of import duty paid on general 
merchandise entering Siam, ‘This rate ig at 
present only 8. par cont, Mr. Williamson 
observes that it is. felt that, for revenue 
purposes the Siamese Governmont is juatitied 
in raising to some extont the rate of general 
import duty. To this ond it is proposod to opén 
negotiations with the treaty Powers.  Agree- 
ments may bo-eoncluded in time to allow of the 
final suppression of the remaining gambling- 
houses by the beginning of 1917. 

It has also boun determined to. incroase the 
rate of tax for tho best lands to a figure (Te, 1 
per rai) which is somewhat below that chargod 
in Burma; while less productive, or less 
accexsible lands are to be assessed at lower rates. 
Other smaller changes are to be effected in the 
fishory and orehsrd tax regulations, while the 
poll tax will olsé be reorganised. ‘Tho various 
chunges and revisions ure expected, when in full 
working order, to bring'in an additional aam 
of nearly 44. million -ticals a9 0 set off against 
the loss {rom tho ultimate suppression of all 
provincial gainbling-houses, .

Hasolandyesterday afternoon, Mv,T. B. Deacon 
appoared in tho interests of, the Star Ferry 
Company and the coxswain, who is under arrest 
for manslaughter, while Mr, 0. D. Thompson 
held watching brief on babolf. of the owners 
of the sampan. s F : 

A senman. on board the Hvening Star ro-told 
the story of the collision--how that the first 
whistle warning the sampan was blown aboat: — 
200 yards and tho second ona about 60 yards, 
Hod the eampan hold on her course the laanch 
would have cluared her; in fact the sampan 
turned round and gat to the starboard side of 
tha Evening Star whon tho collision oconrrad.

POSTAL BANKS FOR PHILIPPINES, 


The Manils Cablencis says ;—In his avnual 
report now in the course of preparation. Vice- 
Governor Ede, in speaking: of banking instita- 
tions, touches upon the grort necessity there is 
in the Philippines of postal savings banks 
where those who desire, to lay aside money for 
arainy day ean do 60 jm small amonots and ut 
good interert. On the subject of these postal 
banis, he says :— : 

“The people living in the vicinity? of 
Manila, Iloilo, and Cebu are able to find 
places for doposit of their savings ini the banks 
doing business there, with’ small rates of 
intersst. This does not reach the needs of the 
people througout the islands, and'a system of 
postal savings Danks would bo of the greatest 
atility in’ encouraging clabits of thrift and 
onatling people to deposit their small savings 
in secure places where they could receive a 
reasonable amount of interest and feel that they 
were aafe from typhoons. ‘A draft for ao law 
for tho establishment of postal savings banks 
throughout ‘the islands bas baon prepared and 
will bo submitted to the Commission at anearly 
data, and its passage, vith such amendments os 


may -be needed, is recommended.”
